‘Members’ Reports and other happenings 

Jose Bahr says FM 1s burgeoning in the Caribbean, with 95.5 and 100.1 in Trinidad's city of 
Port of Spaity 9 92.9 in St. Lucia, with power unknown; and FM in Aruba and Curacao, 

KKEZ 94,5 Fort Dodge IA, in going to 100,000 h,b at 00" claims to be one of only 6 such stations 
in Iowa, but Robert Baker counted 8 stations with over 800" towers, WGTB *90. 1 the Georgetown U, 
station in Washington DC may be taken off the air, with ite facility transferred to another school or 
group. The U, of Dist. of Columbia is interested in it and would run an sj format; school is 75%black, 
says Andy Smith. The Archdiocese of Washington proposes Spanish for it, while the U. of Maryland, 
College Park, would run the station with a p format, 

Mike Dalton, 1840 Drew St., Clearwater FL 33515, would like information from anybody who knows 
about a propagation mode known as transequatorial scatter. He frequently gets DX by skip from the 
south, ineluding 88.1 Radio Fabulosa and 88.8 Fabuestereo (TGRT) Guatemala—stations which he re- 
grets are no longer listed in the FM Atlas. Pat Dyer would like to sce news of illegal FM stations 
not covered; "The only VUD coverage I'd like to sec of such things is their demise notice. " 

John Ebeling sent a clipping describing how the hogs at John McNutt's farm near Iowa City IA seem 
to enjoy classical music (but not opera) over rock. Ina more serious vein John says: "I hope your 
excellent letter to lawyer of Sino Radio ends their silly attempt at harrassment of you. . . The idea of 
a line for interstate hys. of Hauser's is not bad, but with all the info presently on the maps, it would 
clutter them even more. . .KFAI 90.3 Minneapolis has been on the air testing; no $.. . I note that 
the last portion of your column [in the May VUD] had been edited somewhat. All I can say is, please 
do not quit the column, . ."" 

Al Ellis says CFMU 93.3 Hamilton ON is on the air with 50 watts, h, -147' and not stereo, and 
easy for Al to pick up in Brantford with his deluxe equipment. And CHAY 93,1 Barrie ON is back on 
the air with 100,000 h,v; 1000, after a previous tower went down after an airplane crashed into it. 

‘The manager of the new KINI *96, 1 said his station is a public service station serving primarily 
the Sioux people of the Rosebud Reservation in south-central South Dakota. Its city of license is 
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Crookston NE, but its studic and transmitter are located a little south 
KINI acitnce'an! i ieee Cron Eee 
Pitiectecs pn ee 11 p. m., and came on the air Jan. 25. Iam sure DX reports would 
St. Francis, $.D. 57572 be welcome at KINI, WBEZ, an old educational FM station, *91.5 
Ph. 605/747-2291, in Chicago, just began 24 hour programming, with classical musi 
in the wee hours, Robert Goodman, Cicero IL says: "I'm glad you're sticking up for your rights in the 
SCA adapter issue. If not stopped here, what further rights will special-interest-controlled govt. 
agencies like the FCC strip us of? If SCA adapters are outlawed, only outlaws will have SCA adapters!" 
Clarke Ingram lists three extra-legal FMs still operating in or near Pittsburgh; "WGRC, C-98," 
Carrick 97.6, r, 15 wand on 5 nites a week; "WXLE 90,1 and WFMQ 89.7" both in Canonsburg PA with 
about 15 watts. He, too, noted the editing of my column, and said the publishing staff had never edited 
his column. In fairness, I should say that they are proabably a little jittery after having lel some stuff 
go through that, had it been edited, there might have been fewer hard feelings today for all concerned. 
After a trial period, Karl R. Krohn, St. Paul MN, removed his external Dolby equipment, con- 
cluding that "its marginal value for improving the sound source did not merit the additional electronics. 
I would be inclined to argue that the only successful application of the B system Dolby is in the 
attempted salvation of the cassette tape medium; my ears take offense at Dolby calibration tones. 

Sharp-eyed Nick Lombardi noted on the 92.9 section of the Atlas WZGC Atlanta is "KZGC." 

Taking the broadcasters’ point of view on nonIDers is Greg Monti: "It's just like DXers complain 
ing. . . The printing of slogans in the VUD is of course an important service to DXers.. . Regarding 
your SCA problems: I hope you win this, but I also hope the result isn't widely publicized. We could 
be in for a massive case of "SCA ripoff’ by greedy commercial establishments... WPL 95.5 New 
York Is probably the 'King of Overprocessing." Interestingly, WPLJ is heard over the ABC radio net- 
works between newscasts; I can hear WPLJ, sans stereo and sans fidelity, over SCA whenever Leare 
to listen, Greg goes on: "Any station worth its salt would never buy studio tape and disc equipment 
that isn't within decent specs, if not better than FCC specs. . . Stations around here that are all-cart 
maintain thelr machines carefully. As far as speeding up the records goes, this is anvoutmoded 
technique thought up by some confused top-40 PD's in the late sixties, but which persists in the minds 
‘of somo, Such PD's usually change jobs every 6 to 12 months. . . Some AM stations do have good audiq, 
but WNBC sounds bad, As an annouacer at WGBB Freeport NY, I can say that I'm routinely impressed 
with the station's air sound," Dave Hascall says WGTC Bloomington IN 92.3 uses "Big Country, "as 
a slogan, but does not say whether this is 2 nonJD used in Lieu of call letters or not. 

About three members sent clippings about an illegal TVstation that appeared in Syracuse NY, and 
was widely reported by the news services. WKBC-FM 97.3 N. Wilkesboro NC plans to change to 
100, 000 h,v, and with a directional pattern north to south to avoid interference to Greensboro NC 97.1. 

KSCF 97.1 Florissant MO is now on the air, reports Dave Nordmann, KSCF has 50000 h,v; 500"; 
stereo, WDBR 103.7 Springfield IL is to make a major format change, it has been announcing, And 
Dave wishes me "good luck in your SCA suit!” Music Associated, in New Jersey, tells me they will 
quit selling SCA units—the response to their ads has not paid off. I have offered to buy them out, but 
no response to that offer yet. Other SCA firms I contacted after getting word ‘of the suit have 
not replied to my offer to unite with them, either out of fear, or because the latest developments have 
scared them. However, with or without company, I will continue the challenge! Quebec's Walter Patton 
saya he's sorry to hear about my SCA problems: " It is too bad to see what limited broadcast.frequen- 
cles that are available being used for services that should be supplied via common carriers. Atlas 
errors he discovered: 90.7 WACG should be Augusta, not Atlanta GA. 93.5 Stroudsburg PA should be 
WVPO, not WV PC, 94,1 Watertown WI WITN, not WITN, 96.9 Zion IL WKZN, not WKSN. 102.3 
Viroqua WI WGBM not WGRM. Sandusky OH WLEC, not WLFC, 103.1 Cobourg ON CFMX not CGMX, 
108.3 delete Greenville KY WKYF-FM. Channel taken over by WKDZ-FM 106.3 Cadiz KY and WLLS 
Hartford KY, "Lappreciate your giving the geographic coordinates for translatcrs. Often they appear 
to be named after a local geographic or geological feature. Canadian stations, the CBC especially, 
seem prone to this action. Where or what is Waasagomach MB? You might note on your maps that 
most places in Canada also have daylight savings time, starting and ending on the same days as in the 
U.S.A. Some places this is a local option and they do not change. Most places do, however. 

Qn 92.7 Prince Frederick is not in ME, but in MD, reports R. H. Perrin of Wells ME. 

Olf the air temporarily while new equipment is installed: WNOZ 99.9 Cortland NY, Allen Rockford 
says on the maps I forgot to put the WMJQ 92.5 calls on the maps for Rochester NY. ‘The 10-watt 
WITC Cazenovia NY *90.9 puts a good signal into Syracuse; "it's all-girl radio, as the college is a 
girls! college." 

SoDave Waleutt wants to know of a NGN-nonlDer in the Memphis area, says Rick Samford: "At 
570 miles I'm probably out of the 1 mv/m curve but I can safely say that WEZI 105.9 isn't one. Man- 
aged to tape three calls between 0828 and 0830 (before, during, and after the weather). Most beautiful 
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mnusic stations in Texas and the South give call letters. With the skip season upon us I thought a listof 
stations that carry major league baseball from this area might be helpful, I don't want anyone to use 
this list as a way of counting new stations but this information might be helpful in pinning down an open- 
ing. Here are stations I can get on the Houston Astros network: WIAW-FM 92. 1 College Station, KULP 
-FM 96,9 El Campo and KOOI 106.5 Jacksonville TX, Texas Rangers network: KNBT 92,1 New Braun- 
fels and KBOP-FM 98.3 Pleasanton." 

From Indiana, TomCornell reports the local "FM musical chairs" won't occur for quite some time. 
"It will aex wait for action on the Muncie channel. I'm sure that I saw data on at least two applicants 
for 104.9." Tom wonders if anyone knows if WEFM 99.5 Chicago's request for the califetters WICV 
still stands. If so, he thinks, WNIB 97.1 Chicago's request for WEFM's call letters may go through. 
Tom got a Karkota SCA adapter going from a kit, says it’s not bad at all, "For someone hot knowing 
how to build one from scratch, I'd consider it fully satisfactory. Neither it nor mine will come close 
to the reception quality of the receiver used by WWKI to rebroadcast WNAP/WIBC sports SCA," 

John Timm was nice cnough to send a copy of an article in High Fidelity Trade News concerning 
the FM Atlas; already several responses have come from that source—people who are also potential 
WTFDA joiners. 

Dave Walcutt says of SCA: "Many of the stations that would be parties to complaints that their SCA 
was being tapped by so-called unauthorized users are themselves guilty of violation of the Communica- 
tions Act inasmuch as they relay information picked up from the public service bands on thelr scanners 
—private police reports and the like—which they use in giving traffic reports on highway conditions, and 
late-breaking news. . and this is being done for the stations" own profit! The idea of backing down on 
nonlDers is okay if you drop the term nonlDer period but do use all slogans. . . and you wilihave to 
abandon the pejorative label all together and just list slogans, without mentioning whether they also ID 
or not. I would like to see all slogans listed, without getting trite or redundant, eg little difference 
between 99 FM versus Stereo 99. But key phrases when they are distinctive, like "love rock" or 
“magic 102 FM" oughta be. Holy cow, a PPS—I just noted that your Atlas has no printing on the the back 
of the book, the spine, the part that faces outward ona bookcase. 1 think I know why, though—tricky 
printing alignment?" Not really, just that J have never thought of it when sending the printing Job to the 
printer. Hopefully, next edition I will remember at the right time, Dave feels I am on strong legal 
ground in advocating SCA to the masses, even if SCA is not intended for public consumption. "Mere 
technical processing of the signal, including addition of SCA information, does not in any way lessen 
the publicity of the signal." 

‘The CBC-FM English stereo network across Canada does not have their stations give individual 
identifications either on the hour or on the half-hour, They just say CBC-FM 94.1 Toronto, te. Says 
K. W. Walter: " The CRTC has recently turned out a booklet on the prospective growth for FM stations 
by 2003 in the Windsor-Quebee City corridor, which contains about 2/3 of the Canadian population, The 
complications in-effect of the four national CBC network combinations in one (on FM) keeps life inter- 
esting, if somewhat confused. " 

Dr. Richard Wood, after he returns in mid-August, plans to move into a new house near Plymouth 
NH and install two 64-element, Winegard-made, FM antennae. Then "I promise you'll have a 
regular contributor for changes, formats, SCAs, etc., in northern New England." Richard sent two 
articles from the Boston Globe, both written by Jeff McLaughlin, who seems to be quite an eclectic 
radio dialer, recommending programs on such stations as WHRB 95.2, WERS 88.9, WBRS 91.7 and 
WIBS 88, 1. 

Neil Zank says that, in the FM Atlas, "I would prefer that the low power (10 watters) be listed 
in the columns as more important than the translators. This especially if there can be only one or the 
other included in the Atlas. " 

‘The CRIC report on sound broadcasting requirements for Canada by 2001, alluded to above, looks 
to the bulk of future growth from the FM band. ‘The report points to a need for 328 AM and FM radio 
stations in the Windsor-Quebec area, out of an estimated currently-available supply of 233. "It is 
evident that action must be taken to increase the supply of channels if the projected demand is to be 
met. . . Accordingly, it (the CRTC] has asked the Department of Communications to take steps to 
ensure that sufficient spectrum space be made available for this purpose."

Finally, 
the third ti I sent a letter with a SASE and received a reply. In 
process T used up 6 postage stamps, 4 envelopes, and 3 letters. 


My intentions are not to discourage fellow Dters or to discredit 
stations, since some stations verify in a short time and some in a lengthy 
time. The intent is to encourage D to go after verifications from 
gtatione known as non-verifiers. If Jon't succeed at first, try again 
(we've all heard that one before, hi). Here's a few tips on getting good 


alnays good to have the correct 


tation address. Many books 
carry addresses, such es Worl " Handbook and the Broadcasting 
Yearbook. In addition, you'll find addresses UD columns such as 
QSL Corner and FOC-FM. If you can't find an address, just put the 
Gall letters, city and state, and in most cases, it should ret there, 
though it may take a bit longer 


(2) Give complete details of everything heard or seen. Re sure to 
include correct times of everything received, and send information 
that can be checked with the station's log. Especially good are 
commercials, public service announcements, and program titles. If 
a program has a unique lopo or picture, you might try sketching it 
in the report. 


(3) Enclose return postage. I personally think you should meet the 
station half-way, and in some cases, you might enclose a self- 
addressed, stamped envelope. 


In conclusion, I hope that Dxers will receive greater cooperation from 
stations in the future. We must do our part, thouph, in sending good, 
accurate reports. What if someone doesn't believe you were watching K°?? or 
WO° TY in that city and state? Just pull out that hard to get QSL and show 
them the proof!

WHY DXERS 
Should Use DIGITAL Readout FM Tuning System 


Ye will assume for the purpose of this discussion that the conventional tuner 
and the digital tuner described have identical design except Zor the readout 
nechanisn, Although in practice this assumption is cenerally not true, it will 
help to focus our attention upon what I consider to be distinct advantages of 
‘the digital type tuner with electronic readout of frequency. 


Let us direct our attention to why it is desirable to know the incoming Fi freq- 
ueney with accuracy, Almost all members have haf the frustrating experience of 
not being able to identify a particular station that was received. There is lit- 
tle information you can obtain about a station durin regular programming other 
than format. If you are lucky, you nay hear an ID or mention of sone tovn during 
news or commercial periods; what do you do if you hear only music or part of a 
voice progran? There is a piece of inforaation that every station broadcasts 
that is of use to the dxer-the carrier or center channel frequency (all stations 
are required by law to maintain their frequency within narrow limits in the U.S.) 


The broadcast frequency is of great value to the Pi dxer since it may be the 
only factual piece of data he can obtein regarding a station. Once the broadcast 
frequency is known, there are only a linited nunber of stations assigned to that 
particular channel. The dxer cannot be anbiguous concerning whether he is tuned 
to 91.9, 9261, 92.3, oF sone other spot; he must know that he is tuned to pre- 

cisely 92.1, and he should be able to do this quickly and accurately. In trying 
to help other local dxers, xe have found that the «reatest inpedinent to locat- 
ing a station is adequate information regarding where they were tuned-you can't 
find the college station at the low end of the dial very well in any log! The 

station on 69,3 1s a different matter, 


With a known frequency of reception and an Mi! directory, one can generally deduce 
what station he vas receiving. If you have a directional antenna (who doesn't?), 
you have another fine piece of information to help define the region from which 
reception was made; this allows you to usually narrow the choice to a nost like- 
ly station. You can quickly make note of a repeater for logging and then tune to 
another station. If you are in doubt concerning the station, one can always write 
to the station for additional infornation, 


The Fil dxer docs not have sone of the advantages that the T’ dxer may have. To 
ny knowledge, no one bullds @ mechanical click stop FX tuner with discretely 
narked channels. On Mi the small anount of spectrum between stations means that 
one has to have a mechanisn to determine where he is tuned; most commercially 
available equipment perform only passably in this respect. 


You can nox guess why we consider the digital frequency display to be necessary 

for efficient dxing. This becones evident during openings when you would 1ike to 
log as many station3 as possible. The main reason for selecting the digital tuner 
is to increase the dial reading precision and accuracy while increasing the speed 


at which meaningful measurenents can te nade. 


Let us look briefly at the conventional tuner dial scale. This class of tuner are 
frequently poorly calibrated and nay have scale nonlinearity. Coupled to dial ba 
lash problens, the difficulty of interpolating frequency, and the likelihood of 
naking an error when rushed or tired, the conventional tuner is an unweildly 
vehicle for assessing Fi broadcast frequencies, You nay have noted how tired your

During an opening 
the digital display will increase the dxer's efficiency ty cutting errors and 
Increasing the speed with which stations are identified. 


We have found that using a digital display tuner has been of considerable aid 
during the last couple of years. After using the digital tuner systen, it is 

nost difficult to go back to the best of the reqular dial systems, and we haven't. 
As an analogy. 3 would be Like trying te walk around your house with your eyes 
closed, 


I'm gure that a digital systen «ill increase your logging efficiency and ac— 
curacy. Once you change to the digital systen, you will rather fight than 
switch!

A SIMPLE TRAP FOR ADJACEND CHANNEL INTERFERENCE 


3 and good DK, 


A simple and inexpensive systen to trap out adjacent channel interference requires only 
a few feet of 300 chm twin-lead, 


By cutting a piece of 300 ohm line proportional to the channel wavelength a relatively 
good filter 4s created, Cut the tein-lead to the length listed in the table for the 
correct channel you wish to trap out. Strip one end off atout a 4 inch and connect the 
leads to your receiver antenna terminals (do not disconnect antenna), Then let the trap 
drop or hang, Gheck your set to see if the interference has disappeared. If not, continue 
to cut off atout $ inch at a tine until interference does go away. 


I used this method in Boise, Idaho for many years to eliminate KBCI-2 from ch. 3, By just 
cutting the twin lead to M4 feet and connecting to set, interference was almost completely 
gone from ok. 3.
